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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE. 


The  Committee  of  the  Fairford  Cottage  Hospital  beg  to  present 
to  their  Subscribers  their  80th  Annual  Report  and  Statement  of 
Accounts  for  the  year  ended  Dec.  31st,  1947. 

A  record  of  work  undertaken  during  the  year  will  be  found  in 
the  attached  Statistical  Report. 

The  difficulty  of  finding  nursing  staff  has  necessitated  some 
curtailment  of  the  work  done. 

The  losses  on  the  year’s  working  have  been  considerable  even 
with  every  effort  for  economy. 

Your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  principle  reason  for 
the  fall  in  receipts  is  uncertainty  during  the  interim  period  between 
the  passing  of  the  new  Health  Act,  and  the  taking  over  by  the 
Ministry. 

The  change  has  also  necessitated  some  unavoidable  expenditure. 

Any  increase  in  the  cost  per  head  per  patient  may  principally 
be  attributed  to  the  decrease  in  work  done. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  meet  the  debit  balance  by  sale  of 
securities. 

Your  Committee  advise  the  acceptance  of  the  report  and 
accounts  presented  as  reasonably  •  satisfactory  under  increasing 
difficulty. 

It  has  been  ascertained  that  the  Ministry  of  Health  will  take 
over  the  Hospital  on  July  the  5th. 

That  this  Hospital  will  be  included  in  the  Ministry  of  Health’s 
Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board’s  area. 

That  the  Hospital’s  management  will  be  undertaken  by  a  manage¬ 
ment  committee  appointed  by  the  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
to  manage  under  the  Board  a  group  of  small  hospitals  in  its  area. 

Your  Committee  wish  to  thank  all  who  have  supported  our 
funds  during  the  year,  the  collectors*  for  the  Radcliffe  Scheme,  the 
Medical,  Nursing  and  Domestic  Staff. 

Our  Matron,  Miss  Huband  has  sent  in  her  resignation  after 
many  years,  including  the  difficult  war  years,  devoted  service  to  our 
Hospital.  Your  Committee  has  purchased  an  annuity  for  in 
recognition  for  her  services  for  which  they  thank  her,  and  offer 
her  their  good  wishes. 

It  is  advised  when  the  Committee  is  elected  for  1948  to  appoint 
a  small  standing  Committee  consisting  of  the  Chairman  of  the  new 
Committee  of  Management,  the  Vice-Chairman,  the  Hon.  Sec.  and 
Doctor  Bloxsome,  the  Medical  Practitioner  most  concerned  with  the 
Hospital,  with  power  to  co-opt  any  further  member  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  management  they  wish. 

This  standing  committee  to  conduct  the  handing  over  of  the 
Hospital  to  the  Ministry,  and  all  Hospital  business  till  the  handing 
over  is  complete,  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  Committee  of  manage¬ 
ment.
